Civil governments and ecclesiastical 
governments operate along similar 
lines. It is the duty of both to serve 
ithe best interests of their subjects, 
‘and to protect them against evil in- 
fluences. These evil influences may 
be directed against the physical well- 
being of the subjects, such as con- 
tagious disease, the flu germ, nar- 
cotics, etc. It is the business of the 
State to offer such protection. But 
the soul is exposed also to all sorts 
of evil influences in the world, and ‘t 
is the business of the Church to op- 


pose such influences and to recom- 
mend preventive measures against 
them. 


There are certain sources of mental] 
and spiritual harm which it is the 
business of both Church and State to 
combat Prejudice often condemns 
the Church very severely for med- 
dling, but does not blame the State 
which is even a greater meddler in 
the same direction. We refer to the 
matter of censoring books and litera- 
ture. For many centuries there was 
a Congregation known in Rome as the 
Congregation of the Index, which no 
longer exists as a separate institu- 
tion. It belonged to this Congrega- 
tion to place a ban on books of an im- 
moral, infidel, and heretical character. 

But it may be surprising to our 
readers to learn just to what extent 
the United States laws forbid these

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A PASTORAL EDITORIAL | 


MONEY—THE DEVIL. 

That money is the root of all evil has long been the con- 
clusion of the philosopher. No indictment of money in mod- 
ern times equals the following picture of its possible effects 
from the pen of a distinguished French writer: 

“Knottiest enigma of all, what was money? 

“There one found oneself confronted by primordial 
organic law, atrocious edicts promulgated at the very be- 
ginning of the world and applied ever since, . 

“The rules were precise and invariable. Money attract- 
ed money, accumulating always in the same places, going 
by preference to the scoundrelly and the mediocre. When, 
by an inscrutable exception, it heaped up in the coffers of a 
rich man who was not a miser, not a murderer, it stood idle, 
ineapable of resolving itself into a force for good, however 
charitable the hands which fain would administer it. One 
‘would say it was angry at having got into the wrong box 
and avenged itself by going into voluntary paralysis when 
possessed by one who was neither a sharper nor an ass. 

“Tt acted still more strangely when by someextraordinary 
chance it strayed into the home of a poor man. Immediately 
it defiled the clean, debauched the chaste, and, acting simul- 
taneously on the body and the soul, it insinuated into its 
possessor a base selfishness, an ignoble pride; it suggested 
that he spend for himself alone; it made the humble man a 
boor, the generous man a skinflint. In one second it changed 
every habit, revolutionized every idea, metamorphosed the 
most deeply rooted passions. 

“Tt was the instigator and vigilant accomplice of all the 
important sins. If it permitted one of its detainers to forget 
himself and bestow a boon it awakened hatred in’the recip- 
jent, it replaced avarice with ingratitude and re-established 
equilibrium so that the account might balance and not one 
sin of commission be wanting . . ’ 

“And it grew and begot itself while slumbering in a safe, 
and the Two Worlds adored it on bended knee, dying of 
desire before it as before a God.” 

One of the most difficult of a pastor’s tasks, the financial 
matters of his parish, brings him in intimate contact with 
this monstrosity. He must beg and plead for it. When he 
has it he must conserve it and stretch each dollar to the limit 
of its elasticity. At the same time he must keep his heart 
free from tts sinister attraction, for like his Divine Master he 
must seek the things that are above for himself and for his 
people. 

Outside of purely spiritual ministrations, the manage- 
ment of a parish means the management of money. In the 
business of running a parish, money is a necessary evil and 
few laymen realize the burden that this item alone places 
upon the pastor’s shoulders. 

It is to the everlasting credit of the pastors of the United 
States that the business management of the parishes is car- 
ried on with a high degree of efficiency and with the measure 
of economy that would be impossible if the burden rested upon 
shoulders other than th: Though, with the sermons 
he must preach, the services he must conduct, the societies 
he must organize, his duties to financial management are 
but a smal! part of his total obligations, yet it would be im- 
possible for any parish to hire an equally 
manager for the paltr: 
very fact that th: before he 
entered the priesthood that he must give up all hope of be- 
coming personally wealthy enables him to bring to the ad- 
ministration of the people of parish a disinterested aad 
impersonal enthusiasm to e Church in America is, in 
a large measure, indebted for its splendid condition. 

More and more Cath in the United States.are get- 
ting a sympathetic insight to the few burdens of their pas- 
tors and be it said to their eternal credit, they are making 
their pastor’s burdens |i After all, the pastor's duty 
is essentially a spiritual one, and the less he has to worry 
about finances the more time and enthusiasm he can give to 
his real work, the salvation of his own soul through faithful 
guidance of the souls of others. Happy is the pastor whose 
people are behind him, first with their adviee and then with 
their pocketbook.

‘always received Holy Commun- 
lon when they were at Mass. 
Daily Communion was the rule. 
The persecution of the early 
‘Christians came, and even then, 
‘the Catholics would try to re- 
‘ceive our Divine Lord at least 
‘once a week, For at least eight 
‘hundred years weekly Com- 
‘munion was the rule. About the 
‘year 1215, the Lateran Council 
‘of the Church had to make a 
‘law obliging the faithful, under 
\pain of mortal sin, to receive 
‘Holy Communion at Easter 
‘Time or thereabouts. Three 
‘centuries later, Protestantism 
‘came along, and then the true 
\followers of the One, True 
‘Church were known by their 
‘loyalty to the Blessed Sacra- 
‘ment.

‘St. Ignatius, St. Francis Xavier 
,and St. Philip Neri preached it 
constantly to the people.
